JAPAN. 
NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ocr. 24, 1870. 

The English mail of September 9, due at Shanghai on the 25th 
inst., is expected here on the 27th idem by HMS. Zebra, and on 
her arrival H.B.M.S. Ovean, it is said, will g> out on a cruise. 

Only nine days have elapsed since my last, on the 15th instant, 
and sent via San Francisco ; since then very little news of interest 
has occurred. The local authorities have received instructions 
from Yedo to suppress opium smoking amongst the Chinese 
residents at this port, and are carrying out the instructions after 
a fashion which is likely to defeat the good intentions of the 
Government, who take the measures in consequence of the evil 
spreading to their own people, which is much to be regretted. It 
is a matter of surprise that the authorities have such a fondness 
for the pigtail race, who are continually doing something or other 
by which they set a bad example to the Japanese. It was only 
three months ago they were engaged in dealing in children, and 
now we hear they are charged with spreading opium smoking 
amongst the natives, and yet the authorities take no steps to get 
rid of them—indeed they seem to favour them, for we have a 
novelty in this settlement in the person of a semi-crazy Chineso 
beggar woman; as if we had not enough native mendicant 
cripples. : 

. M. 8. Adventure left this for Hong Kong via Shanghai on the 
17th instant. U.8. gunboat Monocacy arrived from Hiogoon the 
23rd intant ; with these exceptions I have no change to note in 
the men-of-war in harbour. The bands of the Ocean and slmaz 
each come on shore once a week, so that the residents have plenty 
of music just now. 

I omitted to suy in my last that the Portuguese Consulate has 
been handed over to Mr. W. P. Mangum, U8. Consul, until 
further orders from Portugal. Mr. Jose Loureiro goes home very 
short ; likewise does Mons. E. Rousset, French consular agent, 

ons. W. F. Gaymans, who fills the same post for Italy, leaves 
for Europe about the commencement of next month. I have not 
yet heard who are to succeed them. Consulate appointments aro 
not sought after much now, and as there is no exchango obtain- 
ate, the post is considered to be one producing more plague than 
profit. 

An official notice issued by H.B.M. Acting Consul, 19th 
inst., makes publicly known that F. P. Tombrink. Esq, has 
been ap intel, and is hereby declared to be trustee, un-ier the 
liquidation of Glover and Co.. Messrs. Julius Adrian, 8. 
Howard Church, and William Robertson are appointed a co n- 
mittee of inspection. The above is simply a repetition of what 
I informed you on the Ist inst., now officially declared. 

The Chinese have lately been shipping considerable quantities 
of chow chow articles to ‘l'aku, which is rather au unusual thing 
at this time of the year; it is being done, no doubt, in anticipation 
of foreign vessels not being allowed to gu there in ths spring, as 
most of the Cautonese here believe that war is ceitsiu to take 
place then, and even go sofar as'to tell you, with a serio-comic semi 
sarcastic grin, ‘' if you foreign men no begin thit Psking man 
daria will!” I hear that the Chinese have instructed forsign & 
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to buy up firearms at the various portsin Japan, and thed the per- 
sons operating are taking means to place the Chinese iw possession 
of arms likely to make them different eppomenta to what they were 
in 1860-1861 ; in fact this is one of the resgens why the Celestials 
have got so cheeky and openly tell yom that they can lick for- 
eigners now as they savey fighting, judging very well just now. 

Coals lately have formed a considerable item in the experts 
fro:n this place to the ports of Taku, Chefoo, and Shanghai. 

No vessel is on the berth for London, and the rate of freight is 
quite nominal. Exchange on London is nominally quoted at 
4s. 5d. to 4s. 6d., amd #o agcount for quoting a nominal rate for 
Exchange on London I mayadd that these are generally nego- 
tiated at Shanvhai or Yokohama, to which pleees the drafts aro 
usually sent if the amount ie large aud @ very slight demand 
exists at Nagasaki.

: PEKING. 

We hear that Count Rochechouart has definitely accepted on 
behalf of France the terms of settlement for the Tientsin outrage 
offered by Li-Hung-Chang. These conditions are :— 

1. An indemnity of Tls. 50,000 for the cathedral, and a like sum 
for the orphanage and Consulate. 

2. Tis. 1,500 for each of the Sisters of Charity murdered on 
the 21st. 

3. Banishment of the Fu and Hsien Prefect and Magistrate, 
decapitation of fifteen ringleaders, and hanishment to the Amoor 
of thirty more. 

The question of indemnity to the Freach Government for the 
expenses of maintaining gunboats in the Peiho during the winter 
is reserved for after discussion. 


TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the Courier writes on Oct. 23 :-— 

The Kiushu is outside the bar at Taku and cannot get in, owin 
to the very low neap tides ; the Ch7Ali is ashore on the bar, the 
Shansi ashore in the river. ‘The Afanchu has not water enough 
tocome up to Tientsin, so has to tranship into the Mzd/et at Taku. 
Even the latter took the ground coming up, drawing only nine 
feet four inches ; and, worst of all, no money in the Imperial 
Treasury to buy a dredging machine, nor likely to be for years to 
come. It is devoutly to be wished that the next spare money 
will be applied to the purchase of dredgers, or, better still, the 
construction of railways, instead of another Embassy to the 
“ outside nations.” I was glad to see your article on dredgers for 
the Woosung bar and river. They are greatly needed for all the 
rivers debouching on the coast of China. 

A few days ago we had a strong example of how the tides are 
influenced by the winds in the Gulf. The tide at Taku had flowed, 
and high water showed twelve fect on the bar. It then ebbed to 
ten fect and a-half; but a strong wind from the east then sprang 
up, and sent the tide in again up to thirteen feet. I did not 
notice at the time that the wind was particularly strong at Tien- 
tsin ; but I saw on the following morning, by the barometer, that 
it had risen two-tenths. 

According to information got from a Chinese friend just re- 
turned from Pcking to Tientsin, strips of paper with the following 
spirituel verses are everywhere fosted on the walls of Peking. 

In Chinese : - Tseng-sun, Ch‘ung-sun, Ch‘en-hung-sun. 

Ying-tsu, Otsu, Ta-fa-teu. 

Or in English :—Oh grandson Tseng-kwo-Fan, oh grandson 
Ch‘en-chung. 

Oh our English ancestors, 
Oh our Russian ancestors, 
Oh our ancestors from glorious France. 

Ch‘en-chung is a mandarin (expectant Taot‘ai), who came up with 
Tseng-kwo-Fan for the investigation of the Tientsin affairs. The 
meaning of grandson and ancestors as words of abuse have been 
already explained by me in a former letter, the contents of which 
I have since seen published in the Courier. 

The Grassho;:per left here this morning for Newchwang, and 
the Elk arrived to take her place here for the winter. Count 
Rochechouart was to leave Peking for the South in a few days. 
To calm the troubled minds of the residents there he said he 
would be back before winter: this is greatly doubted. It is re- 
ported that H.E. Chung How since he has heard that Earl Gran- 
ve proposed to take common action with France does nos helf 

ike it. 

_ The Chinese have begun to rebwild some of the premises in the 
city belonging to the A. M. C. F. Missions. The British mis- 
sionarics have not yet made up their estimates ; and I don’t see 
how they can make more than approximate estimate until they 
are really to work again. They certainly cannot do so at present. 

Ocr. 26, 

Telegrams arrived here yesterday morning up to the 19th 

Oct. ‘They state that communication with Paris is only possible 
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(Dec 20, 1870. 
Garibaldi had arrived at Tours to aid the French. Rome is 
imcowpovased with Italy, the Pope to receive an annuity of one 
million florins. 

Rochechouart is kourly expected here from Peking, and Chung- 
How also, the latter en route for Paris. 

There was a fire last night, in the city of Tientsin, but the fire 
brigade did not turn out to extinguish it. Soldiers had to be 
called in instead, who by pulling down the houses succeeded in 
putting a stop to the conflagration. It is said that the mandarins 
want to the fire brigade and begged them to come to the fire, but 
the latter told them thas. they woukd net do so, lest it should 
again happen that their lives should be. taken simply for doing 
the bidding of the mandarins, 

It was at firet anid that 100 howses had been destroyed, but fo- 
reigners who have visited the spot say that 700 chang have been 
laid bare, which at an average of 4 chang to each house gives 
175 houses. Yet the Futa, when he is paying an official visit, in 
answer to a question on the subject, coolly said that there were a 
dozen houses burned! A fair specimen of the veracity of the 
high officials. 











LEPFER FROM CONGUL LAY. 
Tiewrstx, Oct. 19, 1870. 

Sir,—Referring to your letter of the 3rd instant, addressed to 
H.B M’s charge oAfizires, on the subject of the protection of the 
British settlement at Tientsia during the approaching winter, I 
am instructed by Mr. Wade to state that he has received your 
letter. It does not appear to Mr. Wade essential that he 
should re-traverse, step by step, the ground taken by you; 
but he thinks that you and the community are fairly entitle 
to an answer to the question: What fe is there against 
danger to the lives and property of British subjects at Tientsin 
during the winter? The one danger, in Mr. Wade's opinion,.to 
be apprehended is7from the action of the dangerous classes, who 
might be induced, were there nothing to deter them, to attempt 
the pillage of the foreign settlement. He thinks that they w 
be sufficiently deterred by the naval force stationed at Tientsin. 
This will consist of a gun-vessel and gunboat of our own . 
four gunboats of the French navy, and probably two other vessels 
of war under other flags. Besides this, it is the intention of the 
Government to keep the new Governor-General, Li-hung-Chang, 
at Tientsin until the spring; and the presence of a man of his 
known energy and capacity would be, Mr. Waile says, to him, 
were he a resident at Tientsin, of itself a sufficient guarantee 
against an invasion of the ill-disposed. 

As to the occupation of forts and other precautions suggested, 
Mr. Wade states that, without at all under-estimating the gravity 
of recent events, and in these he includes the fact that nearly. 
four months have elapsed between the massacre cf the 21st June 
and the award of the Supreme Government which has just been 

ublished—he does no’ consider that the present position of 

ritish interests at Tientsin is such as to call for an occupation 
of Chinese territory by the forces, military or naval, of Her 
Majesty. 

As rife such as you appear to apprehend, I am directed to state 
that this could not be undertaken without the express anbhersey. 
of the Central Government; and that it must be war, not wit 
one Power, but with several of the largest Powers in the world. 
The representatives of these reside in Peking, and as [ am iw 
formed by Mr. Wade, it is to be doubted whether any of them 
will leave the capital this winter. 

This circumstance and the fact that an Imperial Commissioner 
of the Chinese Government is about to start for Paris should, Mr. 
Wade thinks, avail something towards satisfying the Tientsin 
community that aggressive operations are not contemplated by 
the Imperial Government. 

The aggressiveness of the ill-conditioned classes of the Tien- 
tsin population is, Mr. Wade states, a contingency entirely apart ; 
and am informed by him that, did he conceive the community 
insufficiently secured against it, he would not hesitate about the 
acceptance of any additional responsibility in their bebalf.

MEETING OF THE MISSIONARY CONFERENCE, 

The monthly necting of the above conference was held at the 
residence of Rev. J. Wherrv, a number of missionaries from other 
ports beiug also present. Lev. Mr. Nelson read a paper, drawing 
attention to the importance of the missionary body giving ex- 
pression t> their views regarding the Tientsin Massacre and the 
present crisis. Pointing out that considering the amount of 
capital which the various missionary societies have investud in 
China ; the perilous posts occupied by their missionaries all over 
the country ; and the interest which from the nature of their 
calling they take in the Ciinese people, it was but their plain 
duty to make themselves hard at a time like the present 

A general discussion then ensued, in which several of the mis- 
sionaries touk a prominent part, and almost all fell in with the 
views expressed in the paper which had been just read. 

The Rev. Mr. Muirhead differcd somewhat from the opinions of 
his missionary brethren, who wished to address their societies on 
the subject, and said that so far as the London Missionary Society 
was concerned he did-not think they desired any further informa- 
tion. He was content to leave the matter in the hands of Provi- 
dence, who would no doubt bring good out ofevil. The majority, 
however, leaning to the views of Mr. Nelson, a committe was 
appointed consisting of the Revs. Messrs. Nelson, Syle, Mateer, 
and Allen, to draw up a statement of their views for transmission 
home. Measures are to be taken to secure for it as great publicity’ 
as possible. 


HONG KONG.

There is but little local news ; the papers are filled chiefly with 
the European war.

ment have seized eighteen cvolies who were on board the above 
ship as passengers. His Excellency the Governor of Macao has 

laced all the wiscreants at the disposition of the Consul for 
Prancs H.M. gunboat Starling and the gunboat Zienpo are still 
engaged in making a further seareh. The gunboat 7'ching-tsing 
has-also been on the same expedition with the French Consul 
fom Canton, Mon. D’Abry. 

The rebellion which has broken out in Hoonan is headed bya 
mumber of revolted troops or braves, and in fact is the repetition 
of the old story in China of soldiers turning against their leaden: 
The outbreak of hostilities in Hoonan is noticeable at the present 
time, as that provinoe is the birthplace of Tseng-kwo-Fan, and 
it has long been suspected among the Chinese that his hardly dis. 

ised disagreement with the Imperial authorities might result in 

isturbances in that direction. The feeling that this magnate ig 
deeply engaged in intrigues seems at present to be more widely 
read than ever. : 

The Daily Press says :—“ The question of the desirability of 
appointing o bishop for Ningpo to take charge of the various 
missionary stations and of the chaplaincies in the North has been 
again revived. ‘he measure, as might be expected, was vigorously 
opposed by the Bishop of Victoria, who, doubtless, regards a ste 
which will deprive him of a great deal of his influence with 
natural aversion. But really, when it is remembered how Hong 
Kong bishops, as a rule, perform their duties, it may fairly be 
considered that any change will be for the better. Abusing their 
flocks at home, instead of improving them in China; is the form 

- in which Christian zeal is, as a rule, manifested by those who 
enjoy episcopal dignity in this colony ; and if a suitable bishop 
Were appointed for the duties of superintending matters connected 
with the missions and the various Ponatila® Chaplaincies, the step 
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would probably prove to be one in the right direction ; and fur- 
ther, if when it was accomplished, Hong Kong were supplied 
with a really energetic and earnest parish clergyman. perhaps we 
shonld not be much the worse off for the withdrawal of the 
bishops, whose conuections with the colony for any practical pur- 
pose is for the most part confined to the pension list. 

The American ship Adelia Curleton, which left Yokohama 
bound for this port on Oct. 6, has not since been heard of, and 
fears are entertained that she has met with some accident during 
the late typhoon, to which from the probable course stecred she 
must have been exposed. 

A cricket match was played on the lst and 2nd inst.. between 
the merchants and the bankers and brokers, and after a well- 
contested tussle the mercantile element prevailed (as it ever has 
in all matters of moment in China), and they were de:'ared the 
victors by fourteen runs. The account current of the former 
footed up 70 plus 87-157. The balance-sheet of the latter only 
exhibited 40 plus 63-143. The weather was unusually favourable, 
the night showers keeping down the dust, and the cool north- 
easters tempering the scorching heat of the sun. The band of the 
75th Regiment supplied excellent and exhilarating music, and 








everything passed off very pleasantly. 

The coolie emigration, says the China Afail, to the United States 
has to struggle against unusual difficulties, which have at last 
assumed an aspect more serious that any with which it has previ- 
ously been threatened. A San Francisco paper says —“ Suits have 
been commenced in the Twelfth District Court, by District 
Attorney Byrne, against the steamships Montana and Americ t, for 
violation of the Passenger Act; to recover against the ./ontana 
$7,000 damages, and against the sluerica the sum of $437,000 
damages.” In the latter case, if the plaint should be legally 
established, 2 heavy blow will be deal: at the interests of the 
P.M.8.8 Oo. 

We regret to learn the death of one of the pioncers in Hong 
Kong, Captain James B Endicott, formerly of Salem, Mass., who 
visited China fiast about thirty-five years ago, when quite a young 
man, as mate of atea ship. He entered the employ of Messrs. 
Russell and Co. as commander of their opium hulk, until in con- 
nection with the late Thomas ITunt and Mr. J. B. Cook he founded 
the well known house of Thomas Hunt and'Co. at Whampoa. A 
branch of this firm was established at Hong Kong, soon after the 
cession of the island. Captain Endicott resided principally at 
Macao, and established and maintained a line of steamers between 
that city and Canton, Le was one of the largest stock holders 
in the Ifong Kong, C.nton, and Macao Steamboat Company, and 
chairman of the Board. He was very generally respectud, and 
his sound and shrewd counsels will be missed by many who have 
profited largely by them.

SAIGON. 

Dates are down to the 13th November. The nomination of a 
wnunicipal commission, to carry on the business of the city pending 
.the reconstruction of the Municipal Council consequent on the 

- change of Goverament at home, was almost the only local subject 
of interest. Several persons were, however, announced to be re- 
turning to France, in order to enlist in the army, for which purpose 
they were allowed free passages home. From the interior the 
reports are that trade is very good. Some new dye-works were 
being established at Cangioc; a second sugar-factory was beip 
-built at Bien-hoa ; and the prospects of the crops both of rice an 
sugar were gonerally very good. Wood-cutting was greatly on 
the increase in Baria, and large quantities were exported to all 
parts of the colony, handsome public buildings being erected in 
many villages at their own expense. The fifth list of subscrip- 
tions for the sick and wounded was published, and raised the total 
sum subscribed in Saigon to f.54,567. 

Messrs. Kaltenbaich, Engler, and Co., of Saigon, notify by cir- 
cular that the order of the Governor, compelling all Germans to 
leave Saigon, will not affect them, in consequence of the various 
nationalties of their firm, and their business will consequently be

BANGKOK. 

Dates extend to the 4th Nov.; the London mail of 23rd Sept. 
had been received. 

The following items are from the Bangkok Summary :— 

A Royal command has been issued from the Throne, by H.M. 
the Wang Hluang, to widen the street called Tanon Bumrong 
Muang, constructed during the reign of H.M. Somdet Pra Chawm 
Klow, the late King of Siam. This great thoroughfare is to be 
widened twelve or fourteen feet, making it straight throughout its 
whole length. 

The new laws for regulating and clearing the canals in the 
kingdom of Siam having been issued, those in charge of the busi- 
ness are losing no time in putting them into force. A thorough 
clearing is going on around the city, and the alteration is even 
now 80 great that they appear like new canals. 

His Majesty the Supreme King commenced the annual visita- 
tion of the Wats on the 15th Oct., and was to continue it daily 
till the whole of the Royal Wats have been visited. 

There is now in course of erection at Wat Kok ‘a substantial 
wharf whereat to land and a ee cargoes of the British steamer 
Bangkok. The wharf is to at the present landing leading 
into the market at the stores of the klings. 

At the auction sale on the 19th Oct., in the Consulat de France, 
barque Jasmin was bought for the sum of $4,000, by Chowsua

The heavy and incessant rains have ceased, the weather has 
become somewhat settled,and the N.E. monsoon begins to assert her 
sway. The river has overflown its banks, and the water from up 
country is now running to join the waters of th» gulf at the 
mouth of the Menam Chow Phya. So strong is the current in 
the river, that the influence of the flood tide is scarcely felt; 
vessels at anchor continue to head up stream, and this, too, with a 
rising tide, whilst boats bound up stream have the whole force of 
the current to contend against. Owing to the quantity of water 
in the river at high tide the city has been completely inundated.

LABUAN. 
MS gather the following from the Sarawak Gazette of the 


3rd Nov. :— 

The Rajah has been pleased to appoint Mr. George Gueritz to 
extra service in the Sarawak Residency, to date from 25th Sept., 
1870, and Major F. A. Walter, late 97th Foot, Commandant, to 
date from 1st Oct. 1870. 

The absence of the Rajah, and uncertainty as to his return to 
Sarawak, induced the Commander of the “ apa ” to ask Mr. 
Crookshank, the Resident of Sarawak as to the advisability of the 
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| “Kapuas” awaiting his Highness’s return.

Mr. Crookshank, 
mongh reluctant to shorten the stay of such a guest as Captain 
Vander Egk proved himself to be, considered it would be indis- 
creet to keep the “ Kapuas” here, and mentioned that the Rajah 
could proceed to Pontianak in the gunboat Heartsease ; at the 
same time he much feared that the impending attack on the 
Katibas Dyaks would delay, if it did not prevent his Highness 
accepting the friendly invitation of the Resident of Pontianak 
but that a suitable reply would be forwarded as soon ag possible 
after he had communicated with the Rajah. The “Kapuas” then 
left, carrying the good wishes of our small community, as although 
their stay had been short they had proved themselves to be most 
Pisorant and agreeable Ruerts 
e revenue collector in charge of Sadong has reported that 
the Dyak tribes of Engkias or Maallang ielongice to the Nether- 
land’s India, have again made a head-hunting excursion into the 
Sarawak Territory, at Milikin on the Sandong-river. The Sadong 
tribe are peaceable and inoffensive. We trust the Dutch officer 
in charge of those tribes will see the necessity of ordering them 
to make reparation. 

The Resident of Bintulu writes, under date October 25th :-— 

Our relations with Brunei remain in the same uneatisfactory 
state, and the continued enquiries of the natives as to the pros- 
pect of a cessation of insult on the part of people under the rule 
of the Sultan of Brunei, living on thie rivers between Barram and 
Bintulu, have caused me some uneasiness. The Bintulu people 
are, I believe, as a rule, loyal, but they naturally feel that such 
shame should not be givon them, living, as they do, under the 
Sarawak flag; and many have openly said that, had they not 
trusted in the Government to redress their wrongs, long ere this 
they would have taken the case into their own hands. 

A telegram has been received this morning, dated Batavia, the 
6th Dec., stating that Wankang, a native chief, had attacked Bin- 
tulu, but was repulsed. Sixty Dyaks and four Europeans were 
killed, and two officers wounded. 

With the view to spread cattle on the coast to be reared by 
natives, the Government have distributed about sixty head within 
the last six months; some given with the engagement that one- 
fifth of the produce belongs to Government, and the rest to be 
handed over to the most deserving natives, with the understand- 
ing that the cows are not to be killed or sold for food. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this mail are to Nov. 16; the London mail of Oct. 7 
was received on Nov. 9, with telegrams to Oct. 31. 

Captain Langlois, master of the steamer Muir Singapore. writes 
from Klang, that two men, part of the crew of a Dutch schooner, 
have been picked up by some Langat people. All that can 
be learned from them is, that the schooner was commanded 
by a Dutch officer, a baron (name unknown), who was Com- 
mandant of the N.E. coast of Sumatra. The schooner was on her 
way from Epos to Rhio, and either capsized or sunk, and these 
men were saved. 

Captain Suckling, of the British barque Lota, reports that on 
the 13th Nov. he saw a full rigged ship ashore off Brackett Point, 
Bintang Island. The distance was too great to make out the 
vessel's colours, if any were flying. She seemed to be bumping 
very heavily among the breakers. 

A number of cases of small-pox have occurred in the pilgrim 
lodging-houses in the Campong Glam district, but owing to the 
timely action of the police and the Government medical officers 
in providing for those already suffering, the sanitary precautions 
taken, and the system of compulsory vaccination established here, 
the ravages of this pestilence cannot in any event be so serious 
as might otherqise have been the case. 

The quarrel between the Ghee Hok and Seh Tan Kongsees, re- 

orted some time ago as settled, has again broken out afresh, and 
put for the vigilance of the police might have resulted ins 
serious disturbance. This, however, was prevented, and even- 
tually the preservation of the peace ordinance was put in force in 
this settlement by a proclamation of the Governor in Council. 
All the headmen of the two Kongsees were enrolled as special 
constables, and after doing police duty for some days, were on 
Saturday Jast bound over to keep the peace for six months. It is 
to be hoped, this will deter them from any further hostile de- 
monetrations. 

The opium farmers of this Settlement have effected an abrange: 
ment by which they will be able to materially increase their profits, 
and at the same time greatly reduce the opportunity for smuggling. 
This arrangement is, we learn, the amalgamation of the Singa-

The British barque Violette reperts having left Hong Kong Septem- 
ber Uth, experienced fresh N.E. monsoen till 16th; then light norsherly 
winds and calms, from thence variable winds. and; calms, pusred 
through the Basnee Channel, from thence strong N.E. monsovn till 
23rd at 8 A.M., when wind veered to 8.E., strong gale, with talling 
barometer, touk in all! asil and laid ship: too under bare pole: ; noon 
blowing a furiou~ gale, with fearful high confused sea. 24th wind - 
moderated a little, set fore and'mizen staysaila; 4 P.s. wind hauled to 
E., wore ship, stood to NvE.; 6 P.M, wind increasing, took in sail; 7 
P.M. blowing a furious gale with heavy squalls, accompanied with raio ; 
midnig!it wind moderated, and hauled to S.E. with heavy sea, shipping 
great quantities of water.. Barometer rising ; 20th wied N., with heavy 
S.E. teu. Baroweter falling rapidly, and other indications of an ap- 
proaching typhoon, Wind suddenly flew into the 8.K., and blew with 
umabated violence for five hours, veering westerly at ubdout a print an 
hour, During the height of the typhoes barometer: stood at 29.00, 
Annervid 2U.15; shipping great quentities of water; midniybt mode- 
rated, still under bare poles; 30th, heavy’S.E. gale, a tremen:lons sea 
broke over the sturboard quarter, washmg away skylight, filling cabin, 
storeroom, and officers) berths full of water, and diay. other damage. 
Oct. Ist, still blowing from N.&.; 2ad, S.W. strong gale; 3rd, mode- 
rate S.W. wind; 4th, northerly winds aud moderate, and from thence 
till arrival moderate northerly wind. 

P. and O. steamer Sunda reports having left Hong Kong on the Srd 
Oct. at 5 ym. Experienced trong N.B. winds up the coast as far as 
Checakoff; iroin thence strong E.N.G. winds till noon of the 11th, when 
the burumeter began to fall rapidly, suowing.indications of an approuch- 
ing typhoon ; wind E.N.E., with heavy sea, barometer 29.15. At 9.30 
P.M, the typhoon was at its height, blowing furiously, everything invi- 
sible through rain and epray.; a. lifeboat aad owtter were washed uway 
and the decke swept.of the henoveps, goc., barometer 28.36. At 10 Pm. 
the barometer began. to rise, wind S., the centre of the typhoon passing 
to the westward. At midnight the wind moderated, aud froin thence 
the Sunda had. fine weasher till her arrival. She saw no vessels, but 
passed large quantities of wreck. 

The Mary Miler, from Newchwang, was towed. in on. the 20th Oct. 
by the French war steamer Dupleix,, bawing, lost her forc and main 
lower musts, hoads, and all gear. 

The British bargue Lorton, from London 147. days.. Left May 20th 
(had mostly dine weather-all the passage toAnjer); creesed the Equator 
June 27th, passed Cape of Good Hope July 23vd,and had variable 
wind and fair weather, running down the Easting in lat. 38 to 39 de- 
grees S. Had strong 8.E. trates und arrived at Anjer Ang 2ist. Had 
chungeable weather with heavy squalls and much rain up the China sea 
as far as north end-of Luzon Island, but encountered a severe typhoon 
off the south end of Farmesa on Sept, 24th and 25th (bar. 20.32), but 
which did not do much damage to the ship. Encountered another 
typhoon between Formosa and Foochow (S.W.), whicli lusted about 
eighteen hours, bet having pientg ef sea rouin were eaubled to keep clear 
of the vortex. Had easterly wind and fair weather till Oet. 11th, aod 
when O:nee Saki bore Eust, distant about twenty miles, it commenced 
to blow from E.N.B. with a high bar. (30.1), ther. 76, wind increas- 
ing us fast as-sail ceuld be reduced. Hove to undera lower maint. psail, 
and at daylight passed a burque supposed to be Mary Miller (-poken two 
days previous), heading north under a close-rected maintopsuil ; gale 
and sea increasing rapidly, barometer very irregular, falling three. 
t» four tenths of an inch, then risiog a tenth and falling again 
till nine P.M. on the twelfth, when it was down 28.03. It 
had then been blowing a terrific typhoon for about ten hours, 
every hour increasing in violence, with a fearful high and turbulent sea, 
and the atmosphere so thick with rain and foatn that we were not uble to 
see twenty yards from the ship. Wind dariag the whole time hauling 
from E.N.E. to S.B.S.andS.W. At eleven, gule abating perceptibly, 
we worr slip to rertaward to avoid a leeshere. Atdaylight, wind 
W.S.W., moderato gale, gradually decreasing, we kept away an! made 
sail.

RECENT TELEGRAMS FROM CHINA. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

The news brought by the last mail from China, that Chung How, the 
late Governor of Tientsio, was about to start on a mission to Paris, to 
negotiate terms with the French Government with regard to the mas- 
gacre at the former place, read3 almost like a piece of mockery in 
view of the present condition of the cipital of France. As is usually 
the case with all telegrams from China, those received lately have 
been very contradictory. On the one hand we have the messages sent 
to the Foreign-office by Mr. Wade, and on the other those despatched 
by members of mercantile firms and newspaper correspondents. The 
former huve invariably represented the aspect of affairs as being, on 
the whole, eatixfactory, and the latter have with equal persistency 
drawn an exactly opposite picture. This conflict of testimony is doubt- 
legs perplexing, but it is to some exteut susceptible of explanation. 
China is at the present moment torn asunder by two opposing purties. 
One is in favour of the faith‘ul fulfilment of the obligations entailed on 
the Government by the foreign treativts—not from any real love for the 
foreigner or of prozress, but because they are far-eighted enough to see 
that it is the interest of the Government to act honourably towards 
us,—and the other advocates without ceasing the expulsion of all 
Enoropeans from the country. Theee two purties are, as far as power is 
concerned, very evenly balanced. This the result of the inquiry into 
the Tientsin Mussacre proves, for while it was there fuund im- 
possible to bring to justice the real instigators of the outrage, 
protected as they were by the war party, the advocates for peace had 
atill influence enough to smooth down the passions which had been 
aroused, and to prevent the mischief from spreading further. It is 
with the leading members of this latter party that Mr. Wade holds 
official intercuurse, and to the support accorded to them by the Eng- 
lish Government, acting mainly on his advice, they are in a great 
measure indebted for the powerful position they now hold. Thus they 
are in a sort of way his profteges, although they have for some 
years thrown off the leading strings imposed upon them by the 
foreign Legations, and ag such are in uo fear of having their 
conduct viewcd by him in o harshly unfavourable light. Fur- 
ther, Chinese statesmen are proverbiatly the best diplomatists 
in the world; and it is quite conceivable that, removed as 
Mr. Wade hus been from tie scenes of the recent outrages, and 
having had by the necessity of his position more prominently 
brought before him the Chinese gloss pat upon those local outbreaks 
than the evidence procurable anent them, he has been more inclined 
to accept the protestations of innocence and promises of amendment 
made by the Government than to realise the legitimate importance 
of the movements. ‘I'he merchants, missionaries, and consular body, 
on the other hand, being toa great extent ignorant of the efforts 
made by the Peking Government to maintain friendly relations with 
us, and being fully cognisant of the local hostile movements resulting 
from the machinations of the war party, are naturally disposed to 
attach greater weight to these unfriendly ebullitions than a more 
perfect knowledge of the situation would lead them to do. 


The English public are thus left to judge, between the two oppo- 
site colourings given to every event which occurs in China, of 
the real position of affairs. And in this as in every case the middle 
course js the safes. To accept wholesale either the official or the 
mercantile versions would be to adopt on eitner hand the views of 
partisans. There ia no doubt that our relations with China have 
recently passed through a very trying crisis. The balance of power 
between the two great parties of the empire is s0 evenly aivided that, 
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after the masaucre at Tientsin, the least additional weight thrown into 
the scale of the anti-foreign following would have been sufficient té 
have caused the proclamation of a war of extermination against 
foreigners. Happily, the imminent peril has for the time being 
passed away, an‘l Mr. Wade considers that there is now no fear 
ofa recurrence of hostilities, But it should never be forgotten that 
China is a country of surprises. It was when Sir Frederick Bruce was 
on his way to the capital at the express invitation of the Emperor, 
to exchange the ratifications of the treaty, that our gunboats were 
treacherously attacked at the Taku Forts, and it was aftera night 
spent in arranging the terms of a Convention of Peace with the Im- 
perial Commissioners that Sir Harry Purkes and his escort were, in 
violation of all the Known laws of war and honour, made prisoners. 
We have no wish to take a gloomy view of things, but the gradual 
spread of hostile feeling which, commencing with the Yangchow 
affair, has now made itself apparent in a greater or less degree at every 
treaty Pte combined with the increasing activity displayed by the 
high officials of the empire in collecting war material and in organising 
their troops, force upoi us the conviction that our peaceful relations 
with the Celestial Empire stand upon a very precarious footing. 





THE UNITED STATES AND CHINA. 

The full text of the President's Addreag at the as:embling of Congress 
on the 5th inst. has been received. The Speech suatainer! the follow- 
ing allusion to affairs in China :—‘‘ The massacres of French and 
Ruasian residents at Tientsin, under circumstances of great barbarity, 
were supposed hy some to have been premeditated, and to indicate a 
purpose among the populace to exterminate foreigners in the Chinese 
Empire. The evidence fails to establish such a supposition, but shows 
a complicity between the local authorities and the mob. The Govern- 
ment at Peking, however, seems to have been disposed to fulfil ita 
Treaty obligations go far as it was able to dogo. Unfortunately, the 
news of the war between the German States and France reached China 
soon after the massacre. It would appear that the popular mind 
became poaseased with the idea that this contest, extending to Chinese 
waters, would neutralise the Christian influence and powcr, and that 
the time was coming when the superstitious masses might expel all 
foreigners and restore mandarian influence. Anticipating trouble 
from this cause, I invited France and North Germany to make an 
authorised suspension of hostilities in the East (where they were tem- 
porarily suspended by act of the commanders), and to act together 
for the future protection in China of the lives and properties of 
Americans and Kuropeans.” 

A collection of diplomatic correspondence which has recently been 
ublished at Washington, shows that Mr. Fish announces to Minister 
ow, in Chiva, that the United States will co-operate with the Euro- 

pean Powers to repress Chinese piracy. 








NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


The Ellenborough, Captain Robb, which left Honz Kong on the 
22nd May, arrived at Spithead on the 18th inst. with the following 
officers and troops:—Cupt. Carr, lst batt. 10th regt., in command 
of military; Lieut. Gambier, late of H.M.S. Sylvia, in naval com- 
mani; Dr. Kinahan, assistant-surgeon military staff, in charge of 
military inva:ids, and Mrs. Kinahan; Dr. Featherstonhaugh, assistant- 
surgeon R.N., in charge of naval invalids ; Assistant-Surgeon Reman, 
Lieut. Clabburn, 75th regt. ; two midsbipmen, invalided from China 
squadron; three etaff sergeants, and 159 privates. The Ellenborough 
reached Singapore on the 9th of July, passed Anjer on the 2nd of Aug., 
and arrived at Simon's Bay, Cape of Good Hope, on the 21st of Sept. 
She sailed from Simon’s Buy again on the 3rd of Oct., arrived at As- 
cension on the 20th, and left again on the 21st. The troops were 
landed at Portsmouth, the invalids being forwarded to the Royal Vic- 
toria Military Hospital at Netley, and the time expired men to the 
depot at Chichester. The few naval invalids were transferred to the 
flag and receiving ship in Portsmouth harbour—the Duke of Wel- 
lington, Captain Hancock. 

The reinforcements for the 73rd Regiment, under the command of 
Captain W. Gordon, have embarked at Gravesend for Ceylon. on board 
the screw steamer Ferdinand de Lesseps. The troops consiat of the 
following :—7ird Regt.—2 officers, 165 men, 6 women, and 6 children ; 
Staff—2 medical officers, 1 lady, 1 child, and 1 female servant ; Ceylon 
Rifles—1 officer; Royal Artillery—1 staff sergeant, and 1 wife; Royal 
Engineers—1 etaff sergeant, 1 wife, and 1 child. 

Captain S. Dunlop, of the Royal Artillery, has been appointed 
Acting Deputy Commissioner of Police for the Island of Penang, 
subject to the approval of his Royal Highness the Field Marshal 
Commanding-in-Chief. 

A pRavaat of the Ist battalion 10th Regiment is expected at Ply- 
mouth this day, per steam troopsbip Orontes, from Dublia, and will be 
quartered at Milbay Barracks preparatory to embarkation at Plymouth, 
in the hired troopship Silver Lagle, for Japan. 

Mr. FE. T. Birp, Chief Engineer, who was lately appointed to Her 
Majesty's ship Ocean, on the China Station, sailed from Liverpool last 
week on board the steamer Ajax, for passage to Hong Kong. 

Lizutenant H. R. E. Grey, in command of the Algerine on the 
China station, has been advanced to the rank of commander. 


Tue steamer Great Republic, which sailed from San Francisco for 
Yokohama on Dec. 1, had on board 563 passengers, all but sixteen of 
whom are described as “ Chinese going home to apend the winter.” 


Tur will of Mr. Albert L. Freeman, formerly a partner in the firm 
of Messrs. Fogg and Co., of Shanghai, but afterwards domiciled in 
England, and late of Bath, has been proved in the principal registry 
under £60,000 in England, 
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The English Qoverness at the Siamese Court. By Anna Harriet 
Leonowens. London: Triibner and Co.—Mrs. Leonowens has given 
an account of her experiences while a resident at the palace superin- 
tending the education of some of the eighty-one children of the late 
Supreme King of Siam. The narrative extends over thirty chaptcrs, 
illustrated by engravings and Ictters from the King, who was proud 
of his English. The authoress acknowledges the literary assistance 
which she has received frem Dr. J. W. Palmer. 

Mrs. Leonoweng, in her description of the palace and the King, con- 
desecnds to u tirade of abuse really quite unseemly for a governess in 
the pay of the Kinz. The taste which engeceted her replying to the 
King that she was 150 years old is, to say tie least of it, very question- 
able. One would suppose that to inculcate truth would be one of the 
chief attributes of a governess. The revelations of the King’s temper 
and habits are really .unpardonable, and must prevent his successors 
from ever employing Bnglish tuters. Here is a specimen, at page 94, 
under the licad “‘ Ways of the Palace” :— 


“Most of the women who composed his harrm were ef ‘gentle 
blood, the fairest of the daughters of Siamese nobles and of princes 
of the adjacent tributary etates; the late Queen Consort was his 
own half-sister. Beside many choice Chinese and Indian girls pur- 
chased annually forthe Royal harem by agents stationed at Pekinc, 
Foochow, and different points in Bengal, enormous sums were offered 
yearatter year, through ‘solicitors’ at Bangkok and Singapore, for an 
English woman of beauty aud good parentage to crown the sensational 
collection ; but when I teok my leave of Bangkok, in 1868, the coveted 
specimen had not yet appeared inthe market. The cunning commission- 
naires contrived to keep their places and make a living by sending his 
majesty now and then a piquant photograph of some British nourmahbal 
of the period freshly caught, and duly shipped in good order for the 
harem, but the goods never arrived. Had the King’s tastes been Gallic 
his requisition might have been filled. I remember a score of genuine 
efere ‘rom French demoiselles, who enclosed their cartes in billets more 
surprising and enterprising than any other “ proposals” it was my 
office to translate. Buthis whimsical majesty entertained a lively horror 
of French intrigue, whcther of priests, consuls, or lionnea, and stood in 
vigilant fear of being-beyuiled, through aue of these udventurous sirens, 
into fathering tie innovation of a Franco-Siamese heir to the throne of 
the celestial P’hrabatts.” 

Again at pages 274 and 275 the King is accused of visiting the se- 
cond King’s harem and transferring some of the fuvourites to his own 
seraylin. Surely Mrs, Leonowens mizht have touched lightly on theze 
subjects, and filed her book with other experiences and reminiscences 
of her s'x years’ service at the Palace. 

“ Shadows and Whispers of the Harem " portray a mo-t alarming con, 
dition of things, before which Dante’s Zn/eno pales, and the King mus 
have been a very demon. The Kalahome and present Regent comes in 
foralarze shareof abuse; and inchapter twenty-scvenabroad hintisgiven 
that the food on board the King’s yacht provided by him was poisoned. 
The prai-c bestowed on Mr. Knox, the Briti-h Consul, and Sir John 
Bow rin; is strangely at variance with the style of the revelations, Alto- 
gether the production is prurient and sensational, quite unfit for a 
drawing room table, as might reasonably be supposed by its title, and 
not crcditable to an ‘* English Governess.” 
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The Natural History of Commerce. ByJohn Youts, LL.D. Lon- 
don: Cas-ell, Petter, and Galpin.—This is a very vatuuble work, espe- 
cially to young persons who have lately left school aad are entering on 
commercial lite. It comprises the geogrephy and natural history of raw 
materials, and affords in English the same information concerning the 
earth and its productions as is given in the Handels-Schulen of Leipsic, 
Berl:n, Antwerp, and Amsterdam. The plan of the work was submitted 
by the author to the late Lord Brougham so long ago as 1862, and hud 
the advantage of some siggestions from the veteran philosopher. Dr. 
Yeats may be congratulated on having compiled a handbook of na- 
tional value, and one which may be consulted with advantage by stu- 
dents aud merchants, as well as by the class to which it is more imme- 
diately «ddressed. 

The War of 1870; Events and Incidents of the Battle Fields. By 
Count de La Chapelle, French Correspondent of the Standard News- 
paper at the Seat of War. London: Chapman and Hall.—A very 
Stirring narrative of the principal events of the campaign from the ar- 
rival of the Emperer at the headquartcrs of the ill-fated “ Armée du 
Rhin” at Metz to the battle of Orleans on the 11th of October. The 
author's account of the memorable c:pitulation at Sedan, and his diary 
of the siege of Strasburz, will be found especially vivid and interesting. 

A Short History of Lorraine and Alsace. By Adelaide Thrupp. 
London: Stanford.—This opportane little manual eontaine a vast deal 
of information concerning the provinces which have so often been the 
Louis-lc- Debonnaire divided his dominions by the-treaty of Verdun. The 
battle {isi of Western Europe, from the tine when the three sons of 
list uf authorities, given in the first page, testifies to the industry and 
conscientiousness which Miss Thrupp has bronght to bear upon her 
subject, and will probably induce many of her seadeys tw study for 
them-clves the history of places which are probably now entering on 
another piace of their changeful existence.

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Foreign Intellagence. 
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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBoure, Dec. 18. 

By far the most important and interesting intelligenee by thts mel 
for your German readers in the Far Eust is the revival of the ancient 
Empire of Germany in the person of the King of Prussia, with suoees- 
sion in the dynisty of the Hehenzollerns. In my last letter I como 
uicated the news that by the adherence of the Southern States all Ger- 
many had now beco:ve united in one great Confederatin, embracing all 
the zovereign Princes and the Free Hanxeatic cities. Bavaria was the 
lust to give in her adhesion, as there were some difficul‘ies in the way 
which had first to be overcoine. It cannot be denied that, owing to her 
anteccdents, position, and population (mere than six millions). Bavaria 
was entitled to claim greater eoncessions for joining the Confederation 
than the lesser ones had a right to expct, and accordingly there 
are some reservations made in her favour. Thus, whilst ull the 
eoutingents of the German States are placed unconditionally ia 
times of pence and warfare under the command of Prussia and forin one 
national army with the same unilorm, armament, regulations, formae 
tien, aml exercise, Bavurin is allowed to have a separate military exist- 
ence, to a certain extent, and retain her uniform and regulations under 
the King, as commander-in-chief, who, however, in time of waris bound 
to place his army under the orders of Prussia. On the other hand, Bavaria 
agrees to give up her separete diplomatic representation abroad, ax a set~ 
off for which there is to be a diplomatic committee in the Federal Council, 
consisting of the represoutatives of Bavaria, Suxony, wand Wuitemburg, 
who must be consulted on all questions of foreign policy, and Bavaria 
retains her own ndministration of the post and telegraphs, though the 
public will not suffer by this arrangement, as the treaties with South 
Germany remain in full furee. If everything required has not been 
obtained, no blame can attach to Count Bismark, who has been inde- 
fatigable in his endeavours during the arduous period of the negutia- 
tions, but who most wisely determined to throw vo further obstacles in 
the way and risk an abrupt termina ion, but rather to take as much ag 
he could and leave the rest for future consideration, when time shall 
have consolidated the whole, and shown by experience what other al- 
tcrations may be expedient and desirable. 

The credit of taking the initiative is entirely due to the youthful 
King of Bavaria, who, purtly perhaps in acknowledgment of the con- 
cessions made to him ino the treaties, wrote autograph letters to the 
sovereigns of Saxony and Wurtemb-rg, proposing to them, with the 
joint consent of the other sovercign Princes and the Free citics, to ree 
vive the dignity of German Emperor, and confer the title on the Kiag 
of Prussia as Perpetual President of the German Confeder.tion. Those 
two putentates having joyfully expressed thcir ready assent, the King 
of Bavaria addressed himself to the Grand-Dukes and other Princes, 
us well as the Senates of Hamburg, Lubeck, and Biemen, and the 
proposal has evers where met the most enthusiastic reception. As the 
King of Prussia hus been sounded on the subject, and intimated his 
willingness to accept and bear the title, it is understood that the King of 
Bavaria is about to pay a visit to the Royal head-quarters ut Verguilles, 
to make the Prussinn Sovereign the formal and voluntary offer of the 
Imperial crown of Germany, in the name of himself und the other sove- 
reigus of this country. The Reichstag has been convened st Berlin to 
contirm the treaties with the South German States and vote further aup- 
plies for carrying on the war with vigour, which, of course, were unani- 
mously agreed to. When Herr Delbruck, the Minister of Site, pro- 
posed to the Assembly to substitute the words Deutscher Kaiser for 
King of Prussia, where such ulterations become veeidtul in the German 
Constitution, the proposition was enthusiastically received und passed 
unanimously without a division, but with long and vociferous cheermg 
—a proof of the confideuce reposed in the new Empvror by the natian, 
and the popularity he enjoys among all political parties, 

The supplies required for carrying on the war smount to a further 
sum of a hundred millions of Prussian doliars, and were immediately 
gran'ed, the Minister of Finance being anthorised to raise that «am by 
further war loans, on the best terms he could make. Since the first 
loan of 120 million thalers waa made ia Jaly public confidence has been 
greatly increased by the succe-ses of the German anns im Franee, 
which hus enabled the Minister to make more favourabie con:liiionethan 
in the summer; for an association of capitalists wes {ormet:in Bertin, 
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.webo offered to subscribe the full ewm ; but this bas been declined, and 
e of it is tobo raised in London. The former loan (a six per cent. 
ene) was issued at 884 per cent., and is now quoted at 95, whilst the new 
one is only a five per cent. loan, and iy offered at 95, which shows how 
strong the feeling is that Germauy will be able to obtaiu full compen- 
ation from France for the expen-es of the war. 

Among the students who bave just been entered on the rolls of the 
University of Berlin are three young natives of Japan. Two of them 
are studying medicine, whilst the third, who is said to be a son of the 
Court Physician of the Tycoon, devotes himeelf to the legal profession. 
All three have been residing for scme time at Berlin, and have acquired 
a good knowledge of the German lunguage. 

‘We have had a week’s sharp frost, and the Elbe is full of floating ice; 
‘wat the navigation by steamers and sailing ships, towed by steam-tugs, 
is aot yet interrupted. Of the French fleet in the German Ocean no- 
thing has been seen or heard since my last letter, and yet the light- 
houses remain dark all night, and the floating Hghts and buoys have 
not been replaced on their stations, which makes it very dangcrens for 
vessels, a good many of whicl: have in consequence been lost lately at 
the mouths of the Elbe and Weser. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Cassia Lignea and Pepper continuc in favour, but there is no altera- 
tion in the quotations. Cleaned Rice moves off quictly, partly for local 
consumption, and partly for the interior of Germany ; a cargo of rough 
Monlmain (12,500 bugs), to hand per Dorette, hes been sold te the 
anillers.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, Dec. 14. 

Both the weather and the political horizon become more cloudy every 
day, and a survey of Europe at this hour is anything but en-ouraging. 
Two great nations are engaged in a war 2 outrance ; « third Power has 
. seized the occasion to repudiate its engagements; and the New World 
amakes the state of affnirs more complicated—indeed, every day brings 
@ new question. The last surprise of this year of surprires is that the 
little Grand Duchy of Luxemburg bas come to grief. The facts are 
known ; the telegraph has already transmitted to you the rews how 
Bismark the almighty has denounced the Treaty of 1867—which means 
nething more or less than the first step towards the annexation of the 
diminutive State. I shall not enumerate the severul pretences upon 
which the Prussian Chancellor's aseertions are based ; they can be sum- 
mariged in three words—‘“ breach of neutrality.” How fur that aeser- 
tion is well founded I will not decide. Of course the Luxemburgers 
protest its incorrectness—althuugh it must be asserted, ‘‘ with the bund 
upon the heart,” that their sympathies are with France. But all this 
matters very little indeed. Whether or not the inhabitants have given 
material proof of their partiality to the French, one thing is pretty 
gure—that Bismark has found a stick to beat them with, and will not let 
the opportunity pass. Russia has thought fit to denounce the Treaty of 
1856; Prussia, on pretexts equally worthless, throws up its obligations with 
Yegard to Luxemburg. It is both curious and significant to remark the 
resemblance between the position taken up by Prussia and Russia. It 
is as it both Governments rule the world, and that they do and take 
vwhat they like. It is no wonderth«t weask, whose turn will be next for 
annexetion? It is, I repeat, of little interest to know whether Count 
Bismark—who in a few days will bear the title of duke—has or hes not 
any grounds of cumplaint against the Luxemburg Government. Had it 
been his wish to let the duchy alone and to maintain its independence, 
he would surely have winked at any such offences as he alludes to. If 
he had the right to complain his duty was to muke formal declarations 
to the guaranteeing Powers, and then, in the event of their being unable 
to give adequate redress, to demand the abolition of a restriction which 
had operated unequally. What are the sympathics or antipathies— 
what is the love or hatred of the petty country to such a nation as United 
Germany? It istimply ridiculous to suppose that any demonstrations 
of the good Luxemburgers, that even any material aid afforded by them 
to a score of French fuyitivee—and this has occurred also in this 
country—should have kindled the wrath of such a stutesman as 
Coant Bismark. Here we have the fable of the wolf and the 
lamb over and over again. The wolf will tind fault with the lamb; he 
will find him trespassing in his grounds—because he wants tv devour 
him. This reficction is most painful to us Dutch. Bismark does not 
shrink from violence to the lamb—why should he be more scrupulous 
with regurd to the big, fat, woolly sheep, to which the lamb clings in 
its need, and whose guardian is the lamb’s guardian too? These are 

bad days, and no fricndly assurances @an make us cary. 

To add to the distreseing position of affairs, tle political state of our 
eountry is such that it seems au impossibility to find seven men to take 
the reins of Governinent. That under ordinary circumstances our lead- 
ing men should be scrupulous I can quite understani, but in such times 
a we now live in there ought not to be personal influences. The resigua- 
tion of Mr. Rocst van Limberg, as Minister for Foreign Affairs, has 
been accepted, and General van Mulken, who has declincd to be any 
longer Minister of War, take charge of the Foreign-office ad interim. 
Perhaps we shall now hear something definite, the King having at last 
resolved to quit het Loo, in order to return where his duties required 
him soine weeks ago. The Second Chamber mer yesterday. The infor- 
mation given by Mr. Brocx about the crisis did not add to what we 
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already knew. Mr. Brocx stated that he and Mr. Fock had not succeeded 
in finding the necessary colleagues, that they had given up their task, 
and . . . . nothing more. So we are as wise as before. Mr. 
Jonckbloet urged the necessity that an end should be put to the crisis 
—of course he only repeated the general wish. Mr. Gericke has returncd 
to London. 

A general mecting of the creditors of the Oost Indische Maatschappy 
van Lyfrenten has taken place at Amsterdam. It was statel that Mr. 
J. G. 0. A. de Vogel will start in a few days for Juva, te fill the place 
of Mr. V. G. van Dulder. With the greatest pleasure I hear that the 
acheme to recenstract the important iron works of Paul van Viissengen 
and Deadok van Heel has some chaace of succesa, The creditors will 
lose about sixty per cent., for which they will receive shares in the new 
company. The Bourse is flat, for, although capital is abundant, it is 
waiting for future events.

THE JAPAN LOAN AND RAILWAYS. 

A notice bas been issued by the Oriental Bank—which 
will be found in our advertising columns—announcing that 
Mr. Lay had ceased to represent the Japanese Government, 
and that the Oriental Bank had been appointed agents to 
carry out all matters connected with the Loan avd the con- 
tracts for railway material, &c. This seems very conclu- 
sively to confirm the opinions we have repeatedly expressed 
as to the dissatisfaction of the Japanese Government at 
the manner in which the negotiations for the Loan were 
carried out. It is to be regretted that such should 
have occurred on their first introduction into the London 
money market, and we must not lose sight of the fact 
that whatever may have been their grounds for dismiss- 
ing Mr. Lay from the post of Special Commissioner, the 
public will not feel that confidence in future which is ne- 
cessary to carry out financial operations. It is, therefore, 
very desirable that the public should know on what grounds 
Mr, Lay's powers were so summarily withdrawn. We believe 
that the details of the arrangement with the Oriental Bank 
were carried out by the Japanese Commissioner, assisted by 
Baron von Sieboip, now in Europe, and that Mr. W. W. 
CarGiLL, the Inspector of the Oriental Bank, has left for 
Yokohama, for the purpose of conferring with the Japanese 
Government as to the further development of the railways 
proposed. The present quotation of the Loan is 98. 








THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Cerraix rumours having obtained comparative currency 
to the effect that the Suez Canal was likely to be transferred 
to an English company, under limited liability, with the Duke 
of SuTHERLAND for its chairman, the noble duke has pub- 
lished a formal denial cf the statement, for which he says 
there is absolutely no foundation. It is probable that the 
report gained credit from the well-known intimacy of the 
Duke of SurHeRvand with the Prince of WaALEs, whose visit 
to the Suez Canal on the occasion of its being opened bore 
testimony to the interest he took in the great international 
work of M. DE Lessers. Whatever value may still attach to 
the rumour that the great Canal is likely to be brought upon 
the London Stock Exchange, it cannot be doubted that the 
present condition of the undertaking is embarrassed by many 
considerations besides the engineering difficulties which M. 
ne Lesseps may fairly be considered to have practically sur- 
mounted. In the present state of her Government it scems 
more than unlikely that France can alone sustain the 
achievement of the great French engineer ; and the re-open- 
ing of the Eastern Question by Russia at the moment of 
France's prostration suggests the grave inquiry—what would 
be the best proprietorship to which the Canal could be com- 
maitted, if it is no longer possible to retain it exclusively in 
French hands? As the central mart of the monied world, 
London immediately suggests itself, as the capital where all 
nationalities would be most likely to unite, in subscribing for 
the preservation of a work almost equally essential to the 
prosperity aud peace of all. It is of great importance to 
English commerce that we should have a voice in the Suez 
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Canal destinies. The receipts to the present time afford a 
very fair basis for the calculations of investors, They are, in 
August, on forty-two vessels, about £20,000 ; in September, 
on thirty-two vessels, about £17,600 ; in October, on thirty- 
nine vessels, about £21,600 ; in November, on about forty 
vessels (not yet made up). 


NATIVE CHIEFS IN THE STRAITS. 

A CORRESPONDENT, writing from Singapore, under date 
November 7, adds new reasons to the arguments already 
advanced in our columns, as to the advantage to be derived 
by a conciliatory policy towards native chiefs—a policy, the 
reverse of which, as he conceives, is now being pursued by 
the local Government. So far as experience enables him 
to judge, the persuasive course adopted by Sir Sramrorp 
Rar¥F Les and Sir James BROOKE was far more successful in its 
results, as well as more pacific in its operation, than the 
system of the present Governor. Without going so far as 
our correspondent, when he says that “the overbearing 
“system which has been in vogue for the last three years 
“has made us the laughing stuck of the Malays, who know 
“that we have not the means of putting our threats into 
“ execution,” we must admit that he makes out a good prima 
facie case against the Government in more than one recent 
case which he instances. A claim for the full value of a 
vessel called the Wild Curlew, which was lately wrecked, 
and, after being abandoned by the captain and crew, was 
sacked by pirates, has resulted in the refusal of the Sultan 
of Trinaanu to pay the indemnity demanded, and may per- 
haps lead to an appeal to the Government of Siam, of 
which the Sultan is a vassal. Cunsidering that the ship was 
lost “by the act of Gop,” that she was abandoned by the 
captain and crew, and that the wreck and cargo were sold 
by auction in Singapore, and realised only about $2,000, the 
matter does not seem sufficiently grave to be permitted to 
Jead to such important results as a pussible complication 
with the Government of Siam. Our correspondent has already 
alluded to Pahang, and expressed his opinion that the Go- 
vernor was disposed to reward the Maharajah at the expense 
of the Burdarajah. He now reports that Sir Harry Orp in- 
tended to visit this place very shortly, and that he had ex- 
pressed his determination to “make” the Burdarajah “ sign 
the treaty this time” in a very off-handed way. We trust 
that he may succeed in inducing the Burdarajah not only to 
sign the treaty, but to see the advantage of doing so; and 
we think that the disputed claim on the Sultan of Trincanu 
might easily have been adjusted without reference to the Go- 
vernment cf Siam, the more especially as the Sultan evinced 
no desire to “ beg the question” or evade the responsibility that 
attached to him in the matter. All that theSultan did in resist- 
ing the excessive demand m:de upon him was to argue—as 
it appears very reasonably—that, if the captain of the Wed 
Curlew had gone to Tringanu soon after the loss of his vessel, 
he (the Sultan) would have been placed in a position to defend 
the wreck from plunder. In this case it is clearly wrong to 
make him answerable for the consequences of a wrong which 
he was not informed of, and consequently had no power to 
prevent. This is not the way to inspire confidence with the 
natives, either in the justice of our deniands or in our power - 
of enforcing them. Every appeal toa higher or a different 
Government from the issue of a dispute with us is, prima 
facie, a confession of inability on our part to conciliate the 
natives more immediately concerned ; and, whichever way 
they are decided, such appeals are not likely to add to the 
reputation of the British Government, while they may not 
impossibly involve it in war. 





POSTAGE TO THE FAR EAST, AND MEMORIAL 
TO THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

THE Postmaster-Geveral having expressed his intention not 
to remove the increased rate of postage on newspapers to the 
Far Eust, referred to iu our last, the following memorial has 
been drawn up, and lies at our office, where it has already 
received the signatures of many influential bankers, mer- 
chants, and others :— 

To the Right Honourable the Marquis of Hartington, Her Majeaty’s 
Postmaster-General, &c., &c. 


The Memorial of the undersigned Bankers, Merchants, Brokers, News- 
per proprietors, and others engaged in the trade of India, China, 
apan, and Australia, 
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Respectfully showeth,— 

1. That your memorialists have learned with great eurprise that the 
reduction decided on in the postage of letters to India, China, and 
Australia, r/a Brindisi, bas not been accompanied by a reduction io 
the charge of 4d. on newspapers for every }lb. 

2. That your memorialists beg to inform your Lordship that by far 
the greatest part of the commercial correspondence of manofacturers 
and brokers, ia carried on by periodical publications or prices current, 
and that a charge of 4d. on euch ia a grievous tax on their business. 

8. That the increased cost of transmission of the mails to Brindisi 
by Germany and the Brenner pass, should be more than covered by a 
reduction in the cost of the sea transit from Brindisi to Alexandria, 
& paszage of three daygonly, while the passage from Mareeilles occupied: 
six days. 

4. That it ia an anomaly that a newspaper like The Times should 
be carried throughout the United Kingdom for one halfpenny, while 
the same paper costs. according to the present tariff, eightpence, for 
transmission to India, China, or Australia, which is virtually a pro- 
hibition. Your memorialists would cll your Lordship’s attention to 
the fact that the postage on Icttera to San Francisco —a distance of 
over 6,000 miles—is only 3d., and newspapers Id. 

Your memorialists therefore pray that your Lordship will be induced 
to reduce the present excessive tax of 4d. on each newspaper. 

The service from Brindisi to Alexandria commenced 
by the P and O. Company’s steamers with the Jast mail, 
and the passage will no doubt be performed by them 
under three days, while the present transit from London 
through Ostend, Germany, and the Brenner Paes occu- 
pies nlso three days, a gain of nearly two days on the Mar- 
seilles route ; but with the opening of the tunnel through 
Ment Cenis next year this will be increased to three days. 
To maintain the present rate, which was increased only, as it 
was alleved, on account of the war, while the service is car- 
ried through an entirely undisturbed country, and at greatly 
reduced expense, is a monstrous perversion of Pust-office 
arbitrariness It is to be hoped that the hands of the memo- 
rialists may be strengthened by the signatures of all who 
have friends in the Far East, so that a vigorous attempt may 
be made to bring the matter before the House of Commons 
immediately on the re-assembling of Parliament. 





We are glad to announce that the steamer £vora, for 
Colombo via Suez Canal, takes out about 700 tons of plant 
and material for the Colombo Gas Company, and that the re- 
maining portion necessary for the erection of the works will 
be shipped in the course of next month. Several mechanics 
are also leaving by the £vora to assist in building the works. 
Mr. Srupson, the company’s engineer, who is ylready on the 
spot, will, it is expected, have the works completed about 
next June. 


Iw another column a correspondent’s letter will be found 
which fully bears out cur views in regard to the importance 
of keepiug up our treaty rights in Formosa. We under- 
stand that the question is not yet decided by the Board of 
Trade. 





CEYLON.—THE CASE OF MR. PILKINGTON. 

Our readers interested in Ceylon will readily understand that 
Mr. Brabazon Pilkington’s appearance before the sitting magis- 
trate at Marlborough-street attracted general attention. To us, 
of course, there was nothing new in the charges which the late 
police magiztrate of Kornegalle preferred against the Governor, and 
some other lealling pereonages, of Ceylon. We had read the reports 
in the so-calicd lunacy case at Colombo, and we were so convinced 
that they would not be allowed to terminate with the decision of the 
Judge of the District Court vhat we postponed any allusion to the 
questions involved in the local inquiry into the state of Mr. Pilkington’s 
mind until the proccedings passed into another stage. This has now 
occurred, and, as the case is presented to the English public, it is very 
startling, to say the Jeast of it. Am escaped lunatic makes his ap- 
pearance in a London police-court six weeks after he hag been ordered 
into custody in Ceylon, and then and there applies to his brother 
magistrate for warrants againet Sir Hercules Robinson and other gen- 
tlemen, whom he charges with having falsely imprisoned him, and 
with being guilty of conspiring to drive him mad. The applicant is 
described as appearing in ill health, but to be perfectly collected in 
manner, and unassisted by professional advice. We use the phrase 
‘Seacaped lunatic” in connection with him only because we find that 
he was declared to be ineane on the 25th of October last by Mr. Ber- 
- wick, the Judge of the District Court of Colombo, who then ordered 
him into the care and guardianship of Captain A. C. Forster, of the 
Ceylon Rifles. There is nothing in the report of the proceedings at 
Marlborough -street to lead to the belief that he is insane now; 
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and, from the report of his trial in Colombo six weeks ago, we find 


very great difficulty in coming to the conclusion that be ever was really 
insane—that is, that he was ever so dangerous or irresponsible a person 
as to justify the proceedings taken against him, and the restraint 
which he appears to have thrown off almost at the moment when it 
was imposed. The most extraordinary part of the judge's finding is, 
however, its conclusion, which seems to us to be so unaccountable 
that we prefer to give it in his own words. After finding 
Mr. Pilkington to have been ‘suffering from total or nearly total 
loss of reason,’ and to be “partially insane,’ the judge pro- 
ceeded thus:—‘‘ I wish Mr. Pilkington to understand that, unleas 
he, at an early date, procures a friend to give the necessary guarantee, 
and will willingly assent to such arrangements as may be proposed 
and approved of by the Court, the Court will have to take such alter- 
native steps as the nature of the case may seem to it to require.” This 
is vagueness itself, but, if it can be reduced into sense at all, it means 
that, unless Mr. Pilkington consented to be considered insane, he 
must make up his mind to be treated as if he were insane. It would 
seem that he availed himself of the “alteraative” proposed by the 
Judge, to consent to be placed under the charge of Captain Forster ; 
that this proceeding was, more or less,a mere matter of form; and 
that, immediately after complying with it, either with or without the 
acquiescence of the ‘‘curatorand guardian” appointed in consequence 
of his insanity, the alleged lunatic very sensibly made his way to 
England by the mail steamer, and in perfectly clear and consistent 
language explained his situation to his brother magistrate. Mr. 
Lushington was unable to interfere on Mr. Pilkington's behalf, but the 
latter gentleman may rest assared that the public attention which has 
been drawn to his case through the London press will not be satisfied 
without a thorough erplanation of what appears prima facie to he.a 
very questionable chain of circumstances. 


THE PROPOSED SURRENDER OF FORMOSA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srn,—The rumour that the British Government contemplates 
the withdrawal of the consular establishments from the island of 
Formosa, and, as a consequence, the right to trade with it, induced 
me to obtain the published despatches of the late Lord Clarendon 
and Sir Rutherford Alcock on the subject, with the view of 
gaining from them some information regarding a step so inimical 
to my countrymen in that part of the world, and to the vested 
interests, not only in Formosa but also in the Treaty port of 
Amoy, the injury to which place, as a result of cutting off our 
trade with Formosa, seems to have been entirely overlooked by 
our Minister. 

The despatch of Lord Clarendon to Sir R. Alcock, under date 
May 1869, is spon the subject of economising the consular es- 
tablishments of China. After alluding to the abandonment of 
particular ports as a mode of saving, he enjuins Sir Rutherford 
to consider whether well-founded complaints might not arise of 
injury to vested interests by such a course, and suggests a doubt 
of the prudence of it. ji 

Sir Rutherford, in his reply, under date October, 1869, writes : 
—‘‘ We cannot wisely confine our views to the present, and ought 
not, by a short-sighted economy, or any mistaken policy, to risk 
all that is prospective. . The breaking up of a Consulate, 
and with it putting a stop to British trade at any particular port, 
is a measure which should only be resorted to after mature con- 
sideration. And the probability of the traffic increasing 
at some later period—a prospect which in many cases will be con- 
tingent ona Consular establishment being retained on the spot— 
must not be lost sight of.” After the enunciation of such sound 
principles, those who have watched the growing trade with For- 
moss, will find it difficult to reconcile Sir Rutherford’s theory with 
his practice, when he declares his conclusion that “ the whole of 
the interests connected with the island of Formosa, either present 
or prospective, are not such as to make it worth while to persevere 
9 keeping up Consular establishments, which cost annually some 

4,000. 

The information upon which his Excellency based this conclu- 
sion must have been very defective, especially as to the prospec- 
tive state of the trade, for at the date of his despatch, the in- 
creasing development of commerce with Formosa, consequent 
greatly on the efforts of the British merchants of Amoy, was easy 
to be seen. Sir Rutherford goes on to state that. “a paltry trade 
in camphor and sugar, and a very small import of Foreign oods, 
are all the inducement Formosa offers for retaining an establish- 
ment in one of the unhealthiest places in China. The natural 
products of the island, consisting chietly of camphor, sugar and 
rice, can only furnish scant supplies for a coasting trade.” 

Now the export of sugar alone from Formosa (‘l'ai-wan-Foo and 
Takao), the supply of which must have been in preparation when 
he was forwarding his despatch, amounted during the last season 
to over 526,000 piculs, or say 31,300 tons. Tea, camphor, oil 
seeds, sulphur, coal, petroleum, indigo, timber, tobaccy, rattans, 
jute, a grasses for textile fabrics, are amongst the products of 
the island, which in fact is one of the richest in the world, and 
well warrants the hope expressed by Mr. Swinhoe in “ Notes on 
Formosa,” that the day is not far distant when its valuable 
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mineral and vegetable wealth will be developed by European 
rise. 

As to its being “one of the unhealthiest places in China,” his 
Excellency’s informant has been guilty of grest exaggeration, 
for, to quote from a well-known writer on China, there are at 
Takao no records of the prevalence of any special disease likely 
to affect the Eurupean settler, and at Tai-wan-Foo “the climate is 

fme.” Subsequent experiences do not contradict him. And 
whilst on this subject I may mention that in another portion of 
Six Rutherford’s despatch he atigmatises Amoy as the “ most un- 
healthy place in China, except perhaps Formosa.” This remark 
alone will, to those acquainted with the East coast of China, show 
how little value is to be attached to his Excellency’s information. 
Amoy bas. ever since its settlement as a treaty port, held a high 
Teputatiou for salubrity, and, so far from being the most un- 
theslthy place in China, is absolutely one of, if not the, most 
healthy, 2nd highly deserves the remark made by Dennys, in 
fis work on “Treaty Ports,” which will be corroborated by resi- 
dents and visitors, that “compared with other ports in China, 
Amoy may be said to be exceptionally healthy.” 

A rumour exists of Germany’s intention to occupy Formosa. 
Our continental friends will find something more than “ scant 
supplies for a coasting trade.” Such occupation would be a severe 
dlow to British interests in China, but how could we object, if we 
peve the way to it by abandoning the field as too insignificant to 
warrant the protection and encouragement of the Government of 
@ commercial country to its subjects during their endeavours to 
develop its resources }—I am, Sir, your obedient servant,

THE SUEZ CANAL 
= The New York Times has the following :— 


The total cost of pas-ing through the eighty-six miles and a-half of 
Canal is, to vessels of fifteen hundred tons, about £700 sterling, or 
some $3,200. And this sugge-ts the question of income. It will be 
remembered that in June last the directora of the company declared 
their inability to pay up the interest of the coupon bonds due about 
that date, and it does not, unfortunately, seem that their financial 
prospects have since improved. The total capital is put down a} 
£16,500,900, of which a considerable portion is held by the Viceroy of 
Egypt. But to pay the interest. duc to outside shareholders alone an an - 
nual income must accrue of £840,010, while the cost of maintenance, 
dredging, &c.,is estimated at £160,000 for the same period. There must, 
therefore, be a total annual income of £1,000, 000, or about $4,800.000, 
to make the Canal a bare success, quite irrespective of any profit to 
‘the Egyptian Government; and to furnish this, at the rate of ten francs 
a ton, will require the daily transit of 6,850 tons. :

The British Indian Extension Telegraph Company (Limited) 
@mnounce that intelligence has been received of the laying of 
the cable by the ships Edinburgh and Scanderia, from Singapore 
to Penang. 

The P. and 0. Company’s sternmer Delhi, with a cargo of silk- 
worms’-ecgs from Japau, arrived at Suez on the 16th inst., and 
will proceed, via the Canalto Genoa and Marseilles, where shé 
will land her cargo, and then return to Bombay and Hong Kong. 

The Tones published an alarming account of failures of com- 
pradores, &c., at Shanghai. but found out that the story had no 
foundation, and inserted the following :— 


With regard to the telegram from China of the 26th of November, 
atating that a great commercial crisis was believed to be impending, it 
appears that other telegrams of an equally late date have been received 
by leading London firms, which not only make no mention ef any ex- 
peced ditficulties, but describe great steadiness in the import markets. 


The report of the Ceylon Company (Limited), to be presented 
on the 20th inst., recommends an interim dividend for the six 
amenths ended the 30th of September last at the rate of 6 per 
cent. per annum, but states that, owing to the effects of the war 
on the Continent on the price of coffee, the amount realised from 
the Ceylon produce of this year, though remunerative, will be less 
than would have been obtained under ordinary circumstances. 
At the same time, the goneral sugar crop in the Mauritius is not 
expected to be more than two-thirds of that of last season. The 
‘manager of the company, however, anticipates that the produce 
of its estates will exceed the average of the island ; and that, with 
the improved prices now current, the result of the operations of 
the year will be satisfactory. 

At an ordinary general meeting of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, 
and Malta Telegraph Company, held et the City Terminus Hotel, 
‘the report, recommending a dividend of 4s. per share, free of 
‘income-tax, for the first three and a-half working months, was 
adopted unanimously. The chairman (Mr. John Pender) said 
shat about ten days ago a break bad occurred in their cable be- 
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tween Lisbon and Gibraltar, which had caused an interruption of 
the submarine communication with India. Until the cable could 
be repaired messages were sent over a land line, by which means 
the through communication was kept up. 

It is notified that the transfer-books of the China Submarine 
Telegraph Company (Limited) will be closed from the 27th to 
31st inst., “for the purpose of issuing the warrants for payment 
of interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum on the paid-up 
capital of this company.” 

The directors of the Union Bank of London have issued a cir- 
cular to their employes, announcing that if any clerk with a salary 
under £150 marries, it will be taken as a resignation. 

According to a promise given in the report recently issued by 
the Commission appointed by the Lords of the Treasury to inquire 
into the system of trade statistics, the Board of Trade Returns

e 27th. ; 

According ‘to the Manchester Examiner and Times, the suspen- 
sion of payment of the old and highly respectable firm of Churton, 
Bankart, and Hirst, stuff merchants, of Bradford, has been an- 
nounced, The liabilities are £60,000. The firm has long stood 
in high repute. 

At the meeting of creditors under the proceedings for liquida- 
tion instituted by Edward Bigg and Co., of Manchester and 
Bombay, it was resolved that the estate should he wound up in 
bankruptcy. Messrs. Reed, Phelps, and Sedgwick were entrusted 
with the registration of the resolutions. The total liabilities were 
stated to be £120,000,but many of the claims are covered by 
securities. 

The return of Joint-Stock Companies, just printed on the mo- 
tion of Mr. Alderman Lusk, M.P., shows that, in 1869, 469 com- 
panies, 453 of which were “ Limited,” were registered under the 
Act of 1862, with a total nominal capital of 141 millions sterling. 
In the first five months of 1870, 280 companies, of which 272 
were “ Limited,” were similarly registered, with a nominal capital 
of 23 millions. 

At the meeting of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Com- 
pany (Limited), held on the 15th instant, a dividend of 5s. per

Fair to good Kaisows, of recent import, 
have so!d irregularly at a decline of fully 1d. per th. ; fine to finest 
show nochange, the supplies being limited. Paklins show no altera- 
tion ; the demand is onlv moderate. Black-leaf kinds: There has 
been rather more ingniry for the better kinds of low quality at former 
prices: sunerior common ie still scarce, but quotations are somewhat 
nominal at le. to le. 04d perlb. In good medium kinds sales ex Lauder 
dale and Thyatira have been made from 1s, 44d. to 1s. 8d., showing but 
little change; fine to finest remain verv firm, the supplies being much re- 
duced. Amoy kinds have been still difficult of sale at ratherlower prices. 
Oolongs show no material alteration. Souchongs have been saleable 
at former prices. In Flowery Pekoes there has been no alteration to 
notiee. Scented Teas—Canton Capers remain steady at, previous 
prices. FooChow kinds show nochange. Canton Orange Pekoes sell 
only slowly atahout previous prices. Foo Chow kinds have sold rather 
lower in price, bat the quality has not been so good as previously 
offering. Uncoloured Japans remain much as before. Green Teas : 
Business has been moderate during the fortnight. and prices show but 
little alteration ; the common Japan kinds are very heavy of sale, even 
at the low prices current. Canton-made kinds are withont change.

LO88 OF THE “ CARADOC.” 

We briefly noticed under ‘‘ Latest ” in our last isaue the loss of the 
Caradoc. Further particulars have since been reporied from Queens- 
town. Captain Williams and eight seamen, part of the crew of the 
barque Caradoc, have been landed at that port by the steam-tug 
Warrior, of Liverpool. The Caradoc, with a cargo of coals. left Liver- 
pool, bound for Singapore, on the 7th inst. When about seventeen 
hours ont she came into violent collision with another barque. She 
immediately began to sink. The crew took to the boats at once, and 
only just in time. They were able to save nothing. Two boats were 
l. aached ; intooneofthem thecaptainandeightofthecrewgot; thecar- 
yen‘er and eight sailors took to the other boat. The last-named boat was 
found only on 15th. None of the crew of the Caradoc knew the name 
of the ship which they struck, but they suppos-d that she had gone 
down, and their supposition was correct. The American ship Emily 
M' Near, bound for Liverpool, picked up her crew, and finds that she - 
was the Norwegian ship Ausgar, bound from Liverpool to Philadelphia. 
The Caradoc, 499 tons, Captain Needham, was; built by Messrs. Pile 
and Co., Sunderland, and wasowned by Messrs. Gray Brothersand Co., 
of that port.
